FOREWORD. 


In  last  year’s  foreword,  I  asked  the  question:  “  What 
is  to  be  the  position  of  our  Voluntary  Hospitals  in  the  new 
Health  Service?”  As  I  write  the  foreword  for  this 
report,  the  pattern  of  the  new  Service  is  emerging  and  one 
thing  is  already  clear.  The  Minister  of  Health  will  have 
immense  powers  in  shaping  the  hospital  service  and 
everything  depends  on  how  those  powers  are  used.  Let 
us  hope  that  the  quest  for  administrative  efficiency  will 
not  entail  the  sacrifice  of  sympathy  and  understanding 
and  that  the  patient  will  be  regarded  as  a  human  being 
and  not  merely  a  case  number  in  an  index — the  voluntary 
tradition  has  fostered  these  very  human  qualities  and  it 
is  of  vital  importance  that  they  should  be  allowed  to 
permeate  the  new  Service. 

How  that  the  end  of  the  voluntary  hospital  era  is  in 
sight  we  can  look  back  with  pride  on  the  history  of  our 
hospital.  It  originated  in  1861  from  a  dispensary  in 
Romford  Road  which  was  transferred  to  new  buildings  in 
West  Ham  Lane  in  1879.  Hew  wings  were  added  and  its 
service  to  the  public  was  extended  in  ever-increasing 
volume  until  the  war  of  1914-18  when  the  hospital  played 
its  full  part  by  adding  the  treatment  of  wounded  soldiers 
to  its  civilian  work.  In  1916  Her  Majesty  Queen  Mary 
graciously  consented  to  become  Patron  of  the  Hospital, 
and  the  title  of  the  institution  was  changed  from  “  West 
H  am  and  Eastern  General  Hospital  ”  to  “  Queen  Mary’s 
Hospital  for  the  East  End.”  The  hospital  was  incor¬ 
porated  by  Royal  Charter  in  1917. 

After  the  war  the  growth  of  the  hospital  continued. 
The  “  Margaret  Lyle  ”  Maternity  Wing,  opened  in  1923, 
forms  a  permanent  memorial  to  a  gracious  lady.  The 
name  of  “  Lyle  ”  will  always  be  remembered  for  the 
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generous  benefactions  and  wonderful  services  given  by 
members  of  tbe  family,  and  in  particular  by  the  present 
Deputy  President,  Lord  Lyle  of  Westbourne.  A  new 
Nurses’  Home  was  also  opened  in  1923  and  a  new  Out¬ 
patient  Department  (tbe  Borough’s  War  Memorial)  in 
1924. 

This  was  followed  in  1928.  by  tbe  completion  of  tbe 
Nicoll  Wing,  and  in  1938  tbe  “  King  George  Y 
Operating  Theatre  Suite  was  opened  by  H.P.H.  Tbe  Duke 
of  Gloucester  (President  of  tbe  Hospital  since  1923).  In 
1939  tbe  Hospital  was  once  more  called  upon  to  mobilise 
for  war,  but  this  time  it  was  itself  in  tbe  firing  line.  On 
September  7th,  1940,  German  bombers  penetrated  to  the 
London  area  and  one  wing  of  tbe  hospital  was  demolished 
by  a  direct  bit  with  loss  of  life  to  patients  and  staff. 
Other  serious  damage  followed,  but  thanks  to  tbe  won¬ 
derful  efforts  of  the  Hospital  staff  tbe  work  of  healing 
was  never  interrupted. 

With  tbe  end  of  the  war,  plans  for  extending  the 
hospital  to  500  beds  have  been  put  in  band,  but  owing  to 
tbe  prior  claims  of  bousing,  there  seems  little  hope  of 
commencing  the  rebuilding  scheme  before  the  hospital  is 
absorbed  into  tbe  new  service.  Nevertheless,  this  brief 
recital  gives  some  idea  of  the  wonderful  proguess  made  in 
tbe  last  85  years  by  voluntary  effort. 

Our  many  friends  who  have  given  loyal  and  loving 
service  to  this  noble  cause  cannot  help  feeling  a  profound 
sorrow  that  this  voluntary  tradition  is  to  be  broken,  but 
we  must  consider  tbe  welfare  of  our  patients  and  not  our 
own  feelings,  however  natural  they  may  be.  Therefore, 
our  aim  in  this  difficult  interim  period  must  be  to  maintain 
our  hospital  at  tbe  maximum  state  of  efficiency  so  that 
it  may  be  ready  to  take  its  full  share  of  tbe  work  that  lies 
ahead.

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REPORT  FOR  THE  YEAR  1945 


Tlie  General  Committee  of  Queen  Mary’s  Hospital  have 
pleasure  in  submitting  to  the  Governors  the  Annual 
Report  for  the  year  ended  31st  December,  1945. 

The  year  began  with  rockets  and  flying  bombs  and  air¬ 
raid  casualties  continued  to  be  admitted  in  large  numbers 
until  the  advance  of  the  Allied  armies  ended  the  ordeal. 
Then  came  in  succession  the  unconditional  surrender  of  Ger¬ 
many  and  J apan,  thus  bringing  the  gigantic  struggle  to  a 
victorious  conclusion.  The  official  Victory  holidays  were 
celebrated  in  the  hospital  and  everything  possible  was 
done  to  make  these  occasions  memorable  to  the  patients. 
The  Nursing  Staff  were  represented  by  Nurses  Warren 
and  Jones,  and  the  Stretcher-Bearers  by  Head  Porter 
Bradford  at  a  parade  past  His  Majesty  The  King  in  Hyde 
Park  on  the  10th  June.  Progress  has  been  made  with  the 
removal  of  blast  walls  and  black-out  paint  from  the 
windows,  but  the  shattered  remains  of  Westminster  and 
Withers  Wards  continue  to  give  a  grim  reminder  of  that 
black  day,  the  7th  September,  1940,  when  Queen  Mary’s 
Hospital  gained  the  unenviable  distinction  of  being  the 
first  hospital  in  London  to  be  bombed.  During  the  war 
the  number  of  air-raid  casualties  treated  was  381  in¬ 
patients  and  1,779  out-patients. 

Royal  Visit. 

On  the  3rd  August,  Her  Majesty  Queen  Mary  was 
graciously  pleased  to  honour  the  hospital  by  paying  a 
private  visit  attended  by  the  Dowager  Lady  Ampthill 
and  Major  the  Hon.  John  Coke.  Her  Majesty  visited 
every  ward  of  the  main  Hospital  and  the  “  Margaret 
Lyle  ”  Maternity  Wing  and  talked  to  many  of  the 
patients.  The  Royal  visit  included  an  inspection  of  the 
bomb  damage. 

General  Work  of  the  Hospital,

In  addition  24,026  new  out-patients  were  treated,  and 
the  total  of  out-patient  attendances  was  95,896. 

The  number  of  beds  reserved  under  the  Emergency 
Hospital  Scheme  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  for  air-raid 
casualties  and  service  cases  was  reduced  from  52  to  40  on 
the  1st  April,  and  to  25  on  the  1st  October.  This  made 
possible  some  increase  in  the  civilian  work  of  the  hospital, 
including  the  resumption  of  Tonsils  and  Adenoids  opera¬ 
tions  for  children. 

“Margaret  Lyle”  Maternity  Wing. 

The  Wing  has  been  busily  employed,  particularly 
during  the  second  half  of  the  year,  when  the  return  of 
evacuees  added  to  the  pressure  on  beds.  During  the 
year  723  patients  were  admitted,  this  figure  including  a 
number  of  ante-natal  patients.  618  babies  (329  boys  and 
289  girls)  were  born,  there  being  one  set  of  triplets  and 
seven  sets  of  twins. 

A  pleasing  ceremony  took  place  in  connection  with  V.E. 
Day,  when  Mrs.  Hempel  presented  a  Savings  Certificate 
to  the  two  baby  girls  born  in  the  Wing  on  that  day. 
The  mothers  also  received  a  set  of  baby  woollies  and  a 
pram  or  cot  cover  knitted  by  Her  Majesty  Queen  Mary. 

Attendances  at  the  ante-natal  clinics  totalled  7,336,  and 
the  “bookings”  for  the  year  numbered  756.  There  were 
240  attendances  at  the  post-natal  clinics. 
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A  total  of  30  pjupils  entered  for  training.  32  sat  for  the 
O.M.B.  Examination,  and  25  passed. 

Midwives  from  the  hospital  attended  55  confinements 
at  patients’  homes,  the  babies  born  being  22  girls  and  34 
boys,  including  one  set  of  twins.  Visits  to  these  patients 
numbered  1,381.

The  fact  that  there  was  an  increase  in  ordinary  income, 
in  spite  of  a  reduction  in  the  grants  under  the  Government 
Emergency  Hospital  Scheme,  is  encouraging.  Unfortun¬ 
ately,  this  was  counterbalanced  by  higher  expenditure 
spread  over  a  large  number  of  items,  including  salaries 
and  wages  and  commodities  of  various  kinds.  The  need 
for  additional  public  support  is,  therefore,  as  great  as 
ever. 

The  Annual  Appeal  which  was  issued  at  the  beginning 
of  December  had  produced  £3,093  14s.  6d.  by  the  31st 
December.  This  total  has  risen  to  £4,641  Os.  Od.  at  the 
time  of  going  to  press,  as  compared  with  the  1944  Appeal 
'vhich  produced  £5,056  2s.  3d.

Deputy  President. 

Heartiest  congratulations  are  extended  to  the  Deputy 
President,  Sir  Leonard  Lyle,  on  the  well-merited  honour 
conferred  on  him  by  his  elevation  to  a  Barony  under  the 
title  of  Lord  Lyle  of  Westbourne. 

In  spite  of  his  many  public  duties,  Lord  Lyle  is  always 
active  in  promoting  the  interests  of  the  Hospital,  and  your 
Committee  are  fortunate  in  having  his  wisve  counsel  so 
readily  placed  at  their  disposal. 

Presentation  of  Testimonials. 

Mr.  Francis  Newland’s  retirement  was  recorded  in  the 
report  for  1944,  and  this  was  followed  at  the  end  of 
February  by  the  retirement  of  the  Matron,  Miss  N.  G. 
Baily,  after  25  years’  service. 

Testimonials  to  Miss  Baily  and  Mr.  Newland  were  sub¬ 
scribed  by  a  wide-spread  circle  of  friends,  and  the  pre¬ 
sentation  was  made  by  Lord  Lyle  on  the  2nd  August  in 
the  presence  of  a  large  and  enthusiastic  gathering.  Many 
tributes  were  paid  to  their  fine  record  of  faithful  service 
to  the  Hospital. 


Extensions. 

Even  before  the  war  the  need  for  additional  in-patienl 
accommodation  was  evident,  and  this  has  been  intensified 
by  (he  loss  of  wards  through  bombing.  It  had  already 
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been  decided  to  reconstruct  and  extend  the  Hospital  up  to 
about  500  beds  on  the  present  site  (including  the  Chant 
Square  property)  as  soon  as  possible  after  the  war  and 
encouragement  was  given  to  this  scheme  by  the  publica¬ 
tion  of  the  long-awaited  survey  of  London  Hospitals 
sponsored  by  the  Ministry  of  Health. 

Although  some  time  may  elapse  before  building  opera¬ 
tions  can  commence,  your  Committee  are  taking  all  pos¬ 
sible  preliminary  steps  and  have  appointed  Mr.  T.  A. 
Lodge  as  Architect  for  the  He-building  Scheme,  and 
Messrs.  E.  G.  Phillips,  Son  and  Norfolk  as  Consulting 
Engineers,.  Plans  for  the  best  possible  use  of  the  site  are 
in  course  of  preparation  and  the  King’s  Eund  are  brought 
into  consultation  at  every  stage. 

In  the  meantime  a  thorough  overhaul  of  the  existing 
engineering  and  electrical  services  was  obviously  necessary 
and  the  recommendations  of  the  Consulting  Engineers 
are  being  carried  out. 

Most  grateful  thanks  are  recorded  to  Mr.  Gr.  N.  Kent, 
Honorary  Architect  to  the  Hospital,  whose  advice  and  help 
in  regard  to  the  maintenance  of  the  bindings  and 
all  matters  of  War  Damage  and  Air  Paid  Precautions 
have  been  most  valuable.  Also  to  Messrs.  W.  T.  Towler 
and  Councillor  Goodenough  for  their  practical  assistance 
on  the  engineering  side  during  the  war  years.

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REPORT  OF  THE  HONORARY  MEDICAL  STAFF 

The  past  year  has  seen  considerable  changes  in  the  work 
and  services  of  the  hospital.  At  the  beginning  of  the  year 
the  “Rockets”  kept  the  beds  fully  occupied  with  casual¬ 
ties,  but  fortunately,  these  soon  ended  and  we  once  more 
entered  upon  an  era  of  tranquillity. 

It  was  during  this  period  that  Miss  Davies  was 
appointed  Matron,  and  we  offer  her  our  congratulations 
and  good  wishes. 

The  advent  of  Victory  in  the  European  zone  and  then 
in  the  Eastern  Front  has  rapidly  brought  forward  the 
necessity  of  changing  back  from  a  war-time  outlook  to  that 
of  peace-time  service.  The  beds  reservedfor  casualties  under 
the  Emergency  Medical  Service  have  been  constantly  filled 
and  fully  occupied  by  convalescent  Service  cases,  a  prodigal 
waste  of  bed  accommodation  so  urgently  needed.  It  is 
hoped  that  this  contract  will  end  shortly  and  that  the  hos¬ 
pital  will  thereby  be  able  to  increase  its  useful  work  for 
the  civil  sick  whose  claim  is  obviously  so  prior  a  one. 

The  bed  accommodation  of  the  hospital  is  now  lament¬ 
ably  small  for  the  situation  and  size  of  the  out-patient 
department,  and  the  Medical  Staff  welcome  the  progressive 
ideas  of  the  Hospital  Board  to  increase  the  size  of  Queen 
Mary’s.  Unfortunately,  the  need  of  beds  is  urgent,  and 
hopes  of  any  building  and  re-building  must  remain  in  the 
background  for  some  years.  It  is  therefore  very  encourag¬ 
ing  to  know'  that  the  Hospital  authorities  vdiole-lieartedly 
endorse  the  principle  of  immediate  expansion  of  accom¬ 
modation  by  the  acquisition  of  an  Annexe.  Let  us  hope 
that  this  materialises  in  the  near  future. 

The  various  out-patient  clinics  have  been  growing  con¬ 
siderably  with  the  return  of  the  local  population,  and 
especially  that  part  of  the  population  among  wdiom  illness 
is  more  commonly  found,  the  very  young  and  old,  and  as 
has  already  been  said,  our  in-patient  accommodation  is  so 
inadequate  that  we  can  only  cope  with  the  acutely  ill. 
The  chronic  sick  have  to  suffer  from  this  lack  of  hospital 
beds  rendered  worse  by  the  paucity  of  nurses  as  candidates 
for  those  hospitals  wdio  are  usually  devoted  to  the  recep¬ 
tion  of  such  cases.  We  all  await  the  future  schemes  of  the 
Ministry  of  Health,  who  must  undoubtedly  find  the  solu¬ 
tion  for  such  an  impasse.  Whatever  scheme  is  evolved 
we  trust  that  the  spirit  of  the  voluntary  hospital,  built  up 
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over  many  years,  will  not  become  lost  in  tbe  maze  of 
bureaucracy.  As  we  wait  these  changes  we  ourselves  are 
returning  to  peace-time  conditions  as  rapidly  as  possible. 

Mr.  Gray  retired  and  we  welcome  Mr.  Spiro,  who  has 
been  appointed  in  his  place.  Mr.  Lindahl  has  also  been 
appointed  to  assist  in  the  E.X.  &  T.  Department,  whose 
work  grows  so  rapidly. 

Fortunately,  our  old  friend  Mr.  Mortimer  Woolf  has 
deferred  his  retirement  and  remained  with  us  to  help  in 
the  Surgical  work  of  the  Hospital. 

Mr.  B.  G.  Spiers  has  been  appointed  Resident  Assistant 
Surgeon,  a  special  appointment  created  to  meet  the  im¬ 
mediate  needs  of  the  Hospital  and  to  honour  a  very  well- 
tried  and  valued  junior  colleague. 

The  Speech  Clinic  has  made  excellent  progress,  and  has 
now  expanded  to  a  second  day  each  week.  The  work  done 
here  is  of  the  utmost  value. 

The  Physio  Therapy  Department  still  lacks  its  Short¬ 
wave  Diathermy  Apparatus,  and  is  thereby  becoming  ter¬ 
ribly  congested.  There  can  be  no  doubt  that  the  total 
reorganisation  of  the  Department,  especially  in  floor  space 
and  additional  personnel  must  not  be  long  delayed. 

All  appointments  to  the  Honorary  Medical  Staff  during 
the  war  have,  on  agreement  with  the  British  Medical 
Association,  been  on  a.  temporary  basis.  This  will  neces¬ 
sitate  a  revision  of  our  staff  depleted  through  the  years 
of  war  by  retirements  and  resignations,,  and  not  only  re¬ 
placements  of  vacancies  will  have  to  be  made,  but  addi¬ 
tional  staff  will  shortly  have  to  be  appointed.  Finally,  we 
end  by  thanking  those  members  of  the  honorary  Medical 
Staff  who  have  been  with  us  as  a  temporary  measure  at 
various  times,  and  for  varying  periods  during  these  Avar 
years.  They  have  been  numerous  throughout  this  time, 
but  one  and  all  have  seived  the  hospital  Avell  and  faith¬ 
fully.  We  are  A~erv  grateful  for  their  kind  help,  and  it 
can  be  truly  said  that  the  civil  side  of  the  Hospital's  work 
could  never  luiA’e  been  kept  up  without  their  aid. 

ALMONERS  REPORT 

The  past  year  has  again  been  a  busy  one  for  the  Depart¬ 
ment.  During  the  early  months  there  was  a  considerable 
number  of  air  raid  casualties  which,  of  course,  involved  a 
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large  amount  of  clerical  work.  Throughout  tlie  year,  there 
have  been  Service  patients  in  the  wards  and  considerable 
numbers  of  Ministry  of  Pensions  patients  attending  in 
the  Out-Patients’  Department,  all  of  which  entails  much 
work  in  the  keeping  of  records,  etc.  In  addition,  the 
normal  work  of  the  Department  has  naturally  increased 
during  the  last  six  months  of  the  year. 

Very  few  children  have  been  sent  away  this  year,  as  in 
the  early  part  of  the  year  many  children  were  evacuated 
owing  to  the  “Rockets.”  Latterly  the  waiting  lists  for  Con¬ 
valescent  Homes  have  been  very  long,  but  more  Homes 
are  re-opening,  and  it  is  to  he  hoped  that  more  children 
will  be  able  to  go  to  Convalescent  Homes  in  1946.
